Separate indexes of children's stories from 
tjlfferent areas (written), conversational text and 
AI» Delhi nows text were prepared for analysing the 
text materials. Since the volume of speech materials 
teachers’ and children's speeches, text book lesson 
etc were not sufficient in quantity for analysis and 
due to the shortage of time, my observatlone on the 
fiold materials may have their own limitations.
